WASHINGTON, March 9% — 
James P. Finnegan, former Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of St. Louis, was 
nominated today by President 
Roosevelt, on recommendation of 
the two Missouri Senators, to be 
Collector of Internal Revenue for 
the Eastern District of Missouri. 

Finnegan’s name was sent to 
the Senate soon after the Presi- 


dent received the recommendation 
from Senators Bennett C. Clark 
and Harry S. Truman. [If con- 
firmed by the Senate, he will suc- 
ceed Robert E. Hannegan, who 
was brought to Washington as 
Commissioner of Internal Reve- 


nue and then became chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit-| 
tee. 

Since Hannegan left St. Louls, 
the Internal Revenue office there 
has been under the direction of 
Thomas P. Stanton, veteran em- 
ploye of the department, as Act- 
ing Collector. The Eastern Mis- 
souri District comprises St. Louis 
City and 53 counties, and the 
Collector's salary is $6500 a year. 


Finnegan, 43 years old, is now 
serving as a delegate to the Mis- 
souri Constitutional Convention at 
Jefferson City.

WELSH COAL STRIKE GROWS; 
90,000 MEN, 165. MINES IDLE 


LONDON, March 9 (AP).—The 
Welsh coal strike assumed more 
alarming proportions today when 
new walkouts increased the num- 
ber of idle miners to 90,000—or 
about 90 per cent of the total in 
the coa!] fields. 

A total of 165 mines now are 
idle as a result of the wage dis- 
pute, which is depriving Britain's 
war industries of sorely needed 
fuel and threatening ‘to cripple 
the transportation system. 

The strike spread this morning 
to the Swansea anthracite district, 
when 14 pits closed there. In the 
afternoon 7000 miners in nine 
Scottish pits quit, disregarding 
union appeals to work pending a 
conference Tuesday. 

The new walkouts dealt a severe 
blow to optimism engendered late 
yesterday when a conference of 
miners and operators, 
over by Fuel Minister 
Lloyd George, appeared to be mak- 
ing progress toward agreement.

Britain to Push Basic English 


As Auxiliary World Language |= 


LONDON, March 9.(AP).—Basic 
English—a vocabulary stripped to 
850 essential words—wil]l be en- 
couraged by the British govern- 
ment as an auxiliary international 
and . administrative language, 
Prime Minister Churchill told 
Commons today. 


A committee which has investi- 
gated the language field had dis- 
tinguished between this use of the 
system and its use as a method of 
teaching ordinary English, he said. 
Several advanced methods have 
been perfected lately for teaching 
purposes and there’ is “no rea- 
son why the government should 
rie ot — one rather than another,” 

he added 

“Bo far, however, as concerns’ 
the use of basic English as an aux- 
iliary international language his» 
majesty’s government are im- 
pressed with the great advantage 
which would ensue from its devel- 

opment not as a substitute for es- 
tablished literary languages but 
as a supplement thereto.” | 

He said the government had de- 
cided on these steps: 

1. To teach basic English in any | 
area where there is demand for it 


as an auxiliary medium for inter- 
national communication. 

2. Diplomatic and commercial 
representatives in foreign coun- 
tries’ will be asked to do all they 
can to encourage the spread of 


basic English as an — * 


language. 

3. To arrange translation into 
basic English of a wide range of 
— * scientific, technical and 
general, 

4. Some colonial governments to 
experiment in the preparation of 
basic English handbooks on 
hygiene, agriculture, etc. 

5. To ask the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation to include some 
| of basic English in its 

roadcasts, 

In reply to a question, Churchill 
said he has already had consider- 
able discussions with President 
Roosevelt on the use of basic Eng- 
lish “but I have not yet obtained 
any formal statement on an offi-

Admiralty islands, and are holding 
against strong erlemy counterat- 
tacks.in New Britain, Gen. Doug-

Japanese troops aboard a small 
barge fleet failed to dent the First 
Cavalry Division's positions north 
of Momote airdrome on Los Ne 
gros Island in the Admiralties 
Tuesday night. Not one barge 
reached shore against the fire of 
the Americans. 

The Japanese counterinvasion at- 
tempt against Los Negros followed 
a weak night aerial attack on 
American positions around Momote 
airdrome, now being used by Al- 
lied combat planes, 

A delayed dispatch disclosed 
that the Americans had extended 
their hold on Los Negros to the 
western reaches of the island on 
Tuesday by crossing a narrow 
lagoon in “alligators” (amphibious 
barges). The cavalrymen met 
murderous machine gun and rifle 
fire at the beaches, but held out 
until reinforcements enabled them 
to bring superior fire power to 
bear on the Japanese and drive 
them back. Papitalai plantation 
was then occupied. 

Fighting on New Britain. 

Marine invaders of Villaumez 
peninsula on the north New Brit- 
ain coast have consolidated their 
holdings and were slugging it out 
with counterattacking Japanese. 

The Marines were facing stiff 
fire from Japanese reinforcements 
apparently fro Talasea. The 
leathernecks’ lahding Monday on 
the west coast of the peninsula 
was about five miles northwest of 
Talasea, where there is an air- 
strip. 

Allied aircraft supported the 
Marines by attacking enemy 
barges and installations at Cape 
Hoskins, east of Talasea. 

Clean-Up in New Guinea. 

Thirty-Second Division troops 
have seized corhplete control of 
the northeastern New Guinea 
coast for 35 miles west of Saidor, 
in their drive for the enemy base 
at Madang, now 23 airline miles 
away. The Americans, after land- 
ing behind the Japanese at Yalau 
March 5, struck at Mindiri and 
captured much abandoned enemy 
equipment. 

Three Seabee battalions have 
completed work on a 5000-foot- 
long airfield on Green Island in 
the northern Solomons, just 19 
days after the first labor crews 
landed. Although Green Island is 
only about 125 miles east of the 
Japanese base of Rabaul, New 
Britain, the Seabees worked 
around the clock, using floodlights 
at night. 

New Zealand and American 
troops captured the island Feb. 
15, putting the Allies astride the 
Japanese supply line down the 
east coast of New Ireland to the 
Solomons, where several thousand 
enemy troops are isolated. 

Operations from this airstrip 
will supplement the strength to 
Allied planes from Solomons air- 
fields in further reducing the 
enemy's toppling bases at Rabaul, 
and Kavieng, New Ireland. 

Rabaul and Kavieng 

Aircraft from Solomons 
hammered the Lakeunai and To- 
bera airdromes at Rabaul Monday 
with 55 tons of bombs. Kavieng 
was blasted by 62 tons of explo- 
sives dropped by Liberator heavy 
bombers also from the Solomons. 
Airdromes, a pier and warehouses 
were the targets. 

Japanese positions around the 
American beachhead perimeter at 
Cape Torokina, on Empress 
Augusta Bay on Bougainville 
Island in the Solomons, were 
blasted by dive bombers, 


U.S. PLANES BOMB 
BASE IN KURILES 


PEARL HARBOR, March 9 
(AP).—Six times this year Amer- 
ican planes have bombed the Japa- 
nese in the Kurile Islands on the 
northern approach to Tokyo and 
returned without loss of a plane. 

The latest raid, made Sunday by 
Navy search Venturas on Para- 
mushiro in the face of heavy anti- 
aircraft fire, was announced yes- 


terday by Pacific Fleet headquar- 
ters, The attack occurred at night 
and the results, if observable, wére 
not disclosed. 

Headquarters also reported the 
dropping of 31 tons of bombs Mon- 
day on airfields and other installa- 
tions of the Japanese in the East- 
ern Marshalls. The attacking 
Navy Venturas and Hellcat fight- 
ers sustained some damage from

I (Huffman) saw one Fortress 
collapse after being riddled by a 
20-millimeter cannon.

Yes, it gives you a sick- 
ening feeling but you don’t have 
time to feel sorry for the poor 
guys in it. You just wonder where 
lightning will strike next. 

All the time, every gunner in 
hundreds of Forts in our forma- 
tion was shooting like hell at those 
Jerries—and knocking: plenty of 
them down, 

It was more than 50 below zero 
but the sweat rolled down our 
faces like we were hoeing po- 
tatoes,

There were about nine ME-109s 
coming in behind us. The first 
four were a little high but the 
fifth man was dead behind me 
(Huffman) and when he was 
about 400 yards off, I just froze 
to my gun. At 300 yards, he 
started smoking and peeled off 
out of control, did a quick flip 
and plunged straight down. 


Bomber in Trouble. 


Later on, a pack of ME-170s at- 
tacked us, That’s when our ship 
got it. They knocked out our oxy- 
gen system and part of the radio 
controls and damaged the landing 
gear. A couple of our walk- 
around oxygen bottles were busted. 

So for about an hour, four of us 


gunners had to huddle in the waist | 


compartment—leaving two posi- 
tions unmanned, in order to spare 
the oxygen supply. 

We tried to crack jokes to make 
each other laugh, but it’s pretty 
hard to do in a spot like that, 

A 20-millimeter shell burst in 
the waist compartment and 
knocked two waist gunners down. 
A piece of armor plating hit the 
other waist gunner and knocked 
him down. He looked up and said, 
“I thought they had me that time, 
but I guess my head is too damn 
thick.” ' 

Another 20-mm. had knocked out 
one of our engines but the chief 
(LA. Howard B. Lynch, 27, o 
Franklin, Pa., pilot) kept her 
right on the beam and in forma- 
tion all the way over Berlin and 


Boy, can those guys fly! (Lynch 
and Lt. Rudolph J. Dahl, 20, Ex- 
celsior, Minn., ce-pilot.). 

All the time we were under at- 
tack, they kept calling out to us: 

“Don't worry about it, kids 
Just keep your chin up and we'll 
get there.” 

They didn’t even mention that 
the navigator up in the nose was 
killed. We didn’t know he was 
dead until we were back on the 
ground. A bullet caught him in 
the side and killed him outright. 

(When one 20-mm. shell came 
up through the bomb bay, a piece 
of metal the size of a thumb hit 
Lehto in the back and was stopped 
by his flak suit. The only thing 
he had to show for it was a black 
and blue spot. Another sliver 
which he didn’t know hit him 
was extracted from his right leg 
this morning.)

LUCAS DENOUNCES 
DEWEY ATTACK ON 
FEDERAL BALLOT 


Says Governor Used Bill 
as Springboard for 
Candidacy. — Rayburn 
Backs Compromise. 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP). 
—Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
asserted in the Senate today that 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York had used the controversy 
over armed service voting legis- 
lation “as a springboard to an- 
nounce his — — for the 
presidency.” 

Lucas attributed Congress’ fail- 
ure to enact an unrestricted Fed- 
eral ballot for the fighting forces 
to “plain, pure,: partisan, Repub- 
lican politics and nothing else,” 
and added: 

“If this statement needs any 
further proof, I respectfully re- 
fer my colleagues to the unstates- 
manlike, unworthy and unjustifi- 
able assault made this week on 
the Federal ballot by Republican 
Gov. Dewey of New York, who 
uses the controversy over this 
legislation ag a springboard to an- 
nounce his candidacy for the 
presidency.” 

Speaking after the Senate 
agreed to delay action unti} Mon- 
day on a compromise service vote 
measure providing limited use of 
a Federal ballot for overseas vot- 
ing where its use is authorized by 
the states, Lucas asserted that 
Rep. Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, 
dominated the Senate-House con- 
ference of the legislation. 

“It does seem strange, indeed,” 
he declared, “that one member of 
the House Conference Committee, 
a Congressman from Mississippi, 
who is still fighting the 
War, could practically dominate 
this conference from 
nin to the end, 

e strange thing to me is 
that the Republicans of the north 
in the House of Representatives 
acknowledged the Congressman 
from Mississippi as their great 
leader in this fight.” 

On the House side, Speaker 
Rayburn announced his support 
of the compromise bill. As pre- 
siding officer, he did not take an 
active part when the House 
passed a “states’ rights” voting 
plan,

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NELSON FOR CURB 
ON CONVERTING 
WAR-BORN FIRMS 


Wants Their Materials 
Held Up Until Older 


Concerns Are Back in 


Civilian Field. 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP). 
—Government controls on war- 
born companies to hold them out 
of civilian goods manufacturing 
until established firms can return 
to peacetime production were ad- 
vocated today by the War Produc- 
tion Board chief, Donald M. Nel- 
son. 

“Restrictions on ‘new’ compa- 
nies which want to enter a in- 
dustry for the fiest time will un- 
doubtedly be needed, he wrote 
Senator Maloney (Dem.), Connec- 
ticut, “until the now critical com- 
ponents and materials are in easy 


supply. 

“Certainly, as long as wartime 
controls are maintained, materials 
and components should not be al- 
located to these ‘new’ firms until 
firms already established in the 


affected industries, and which are 
in a position to resume produc- 
tion of their former products, 
have received: their just alloca- 
tions.” 

Letter Placed in Record, 

The letter was placed in the 
Congressional Record by the Sen- 
ator. 

Maloney had asked Nelson if 
WPB has a specific policy con- 
cerning firms which “desire to 
enter production of particular ci- 
vilian items even though such 
firms did not produce such items 
before the war?” 

Declaring the Government 
should not attesnpt to prevent new 
competition, Nelson said Govern- 
ment industrial controls should be 
relaxed “whenever they cease .to 
be necessary to war production, 
but added: 

“However, the need for controls 
is obviously going to continue for 
some time. Even if the case of 
material which is in good supply 
today, if suddenly the controls 
were relaxed another shortage 
would be likely to occur, injur- 
ing production for war.” 

Nelson said the supplies of man 
power, materials and parts were 
the controlling factors in permit- 
ting industries to get into civilian 
production when their war con- 
tracts are cut back, adding: 


“Our policy is to expand civilian |! 


production as it becomes possible 
to do so without interference with 
the overall war program, and par- 
ticularly in concerns whose war 
orders have been cut back.” 
Opposes Regimentation. 

Nelson said last night the Gov- 
ernment would have to control in- 
dustry’s transition from war to 
peace, but that he would “strenu- 
ously oppose any attempt to put 
the postwar economy in a totali- 
tarian straitjacket.” 

He predicted it would be six 
to ‘eight months after the collapse 
of Germany before large-scale re- 
sumption of civilian production. 
This period, he said, will afford 
time for every concern “to act to 
insure its position in peacetime 
industry.” 

Nelson addressed representatives 
of advertising agencies at a din- 
ner given under sponsorship of 
the Office of War Information and 
the War Advertising Council. He 
said it was “against the national 
interest for business concerns to 
begin jockeying for competitive 
postwar position.” 

“The nation cannot now afford 
tu hawe the minds which run 
American business swing away 
from urgent war problems to post- 
war markets, any more than it 
ean afford to have workers leave 
war jobs in order to look for jobs 
in the civilian economy,” he said. 

“Tt is only fear about the atti- 
tude of government that would 
make business seek a premature 
return to civilian production at 
the risk of the national war effort. 
It is only unwarranted fear of the 
attitude of management and gov- 
ernment that would make labor 
become unduly agitated over (war 
production) cutbacks.” 

Such fears are not justified, Nel- 
gon said, because intelligent plan- 
ning for peace has made the coun- 


try “better prepared than ever be- 
fore in its history to anticipate 
the problems that lie ahead and 
to overcome them by wise action.” 

He said government controls 
were planned only for the transi- 
tion period, asserting that regi- 
mentation of normal peacetime 
economy would “do irreparable in- 
jury to the free enterprise system 
in the United States.”

66 HAT’S the idea of the 
W profound silence about 
the status of the St. 
Louis ball clubs in the dotted 
line department?” a baseball fan 
wants to know. He goes on to 
point out that the Pirates have 
been announcing receipt of 
signed contracts and recently 
disclosed that more than 20 of a 
squad of 29 had decorated the 
dotted line.

Then those busybody scribes 
would take a hand, calling the 
holdouts by telephone, and in 
many instances the players 
would break down and tell about 
their negotiations with the club. 

This always seemed to put the 
club in a bad light. The public 
has a mistaken idea about base- 
ball salaries, probably because 
the salaries most publicized have 
been the stipends of men, like 
Babe Ruth, who received more 
than $80,000 a year with the 
Yankees, and the exceptionally 
large salaries of Bob Feller, 
Bobo Newsom (with the Tigers) 
and others in the upper brack- 


ets. 
The Indignant Fan 

Pities Poor Oswald. 

HEREFORE, when it was 
T aisciosea that Oswald Fiat- 
beak, the local hero, had 

been offered a measly six or 
eight grand, the public became 
very indignant. There were mut- 
terings about cheap club own- 
ers and the fact that many of 
the mutterers were working 
hard at ribbon counters or in 
drug stores for perhaps two 
grand a year, didn’t prevent 
them from being loud about 
their indignation, 

Actually the offer of six or 
eight grand probably was a very 
fair proposition, representing 
approximately the salary that 
the same athlete would have 
been offered had he been a 
member of the Yankees, Giants, 
Cubs or Dodgers. But the indig- 
nant public muttered that it 
was too bad Oswald had to stay 
as a chattel of the local tight- 
wads; he would have received 
10 or 15 grand in any other 
city. 

This happened many times to

And so in recent 
years he has leaned more and 
more toward a policy of silence. 

“Contract negotiations should 
be private business between the 
club and the player,” Sam has 
said. “Nothing can be accom- 
plished by fighting it out-in the 


And so this year all that is 
known about the Cardinals and 
their contracts is that Stan 
Musial signed a three-year con- 
tract before the world series 
was played; that Sam (.091) 
Narron also has accepted terms 
and that Max Lanier decorated 
the dotted line on a recent visit 
to the Redbird office. 


Some Fancy Holdouts 


In the Loud Old Days. 
HERE were loud and fancy 
salary arguments between 
Sam and his stars in the old 

days before the silence set in. 
Rogers Hornsby had his stub- 
born moments back in the years 
when he was leading the Na- 
tional League season after sea- 
son. Tommy Thevenow balked 
at the contract sent to him after 
the 1926 season. It developed 
that he was getting advice from 
a so-called manager (so-called 
by the club) and the Cardinal 
front office was very indignant 
about that.

In Italy, our use of tanks has been 
prevented or curtailed by the ter- 
rain; armored divisions will most 
certainly be employed on a vast 
weale on the second front. 

Without knowing where the sec- 
ond front is going to be, it is fair- 
ly obvious that it is not going to 
be in a country with the geo- 
graphical menaces of this rock- 
ribbed peniusula.

I have every conceivable sym- 
pathy with really essential and 
vital military priority on every 
plane left in commerce, but feel 
that no detail of defense is much 
more important than keeping in 
full flood the business mail of a 
nation at war. 


Estimates of the amount of air 
mail for which the public pays ex- 
tra premium in good faith but 
which actually travels by surface 
carrier vary widely.

Now and then they even have to 
go on clean-up detail and help 
pick up trash throughout their 
area.

I found them a high-class and 
sincere bunch of boys, Those who 
really love to fly in combat are 
the exceptions. Most of them take 
it in workaday fashion, but they 
keep a fanatical 
number of missions flown, each 
one of which takes them a little 
nearer to the final goal—the end 
of their tour of duty.

Time to Lay Down the Law 


The State Department's decision to withhold 
recognition from the coup-created Farrell Gov- 
ernment of Argentina brings us up sharply at 
the crossroads of South American policy. Hemi- 
spheric solidarity and security for years to come 
depend upon our course, It is furthered if we 
take the way of leadership, opened to us by an 
opportunity to express our disapproval of the pro- 
Axis regime that has consolidated its power since 
last June. It is imperiled if we take the old way 
of timidity and helplessness, and bend the knee 
Clique” in Buenos 
Aires. 

Strong arguments for strong diplomacy were 
presented by Marquis Childs in his column yes- 
terday. He discussed an issue of which the 
American public is becoming increasingly aware 
—Argentine authoritarians are dug in against 
the hated North Americans, determined to com- 
bat their influence, gathering to themselves satel- 
lites and pofential satellites against the day when 
United States authority can be permanently 
discredited. 

Our parlor policies have aided them in the 
past. Chile, Uruguay, Paraguay and Bolivia, all 
with economic ties to the Argentine, have 
watched the United States sacrifice both dignity 
and position in an effort to keep up a surface 
appearance of harmony with the governments 
of Castillo and Ramirez. In the present crisis, 
basing their reasoning on past performance, they 
could easily assume that they would not incur 
our disfavor by recognizing the latest and dead- 
liest regime of all. 

Bolivia, Paraguay and Chile have already done 
so. What the others do, whether their decisions 
split open the structure of Pan-American unity, 
seems contingent on whether or not the United 
States is now ready to admit the presence of an 
enemy and fight it in the open with all diplo- 
matic and economic weapons at hand. 

Mr. Childs pointed to one asset on the Allied 
ledger. Not only is Britain backing us, but 
British need for Argentine beef is not as acute 
as it was believed to be. Another great asset 
is that, while we have failed utterly—especially 
in the case of Bolivia—to win the friendship of 
Latin American middle and lower elasses by in- 
sisting on decent treatment for labor producing 
materials under United States contracts; we have 
still not repudiated the sincerity of the Good 
Neighbor policy. We'have made it clear that this 
nation wishes to erase such old blots on the 
record as the Nicaraguan incident, and to replace

Until the Ar- 
gentine Constitution is restored and until the 
republic replaces Fascist rule, we consider the 
Argentine a potential enemy.

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A Test for Mr. Wallach

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Intimations of Appeasement 


Simon Harcourt-Smith in the London Daily 
Mail charges that an appeasement group in 
Britain ig. working for an easy, negotiated peace 
with Japan. This should not be taken as mean- 
ing that the British Government intends to tack 
or trim in pursuing the war to the finish against 
our vicious Pacific enemy, We would be odd and 
inconsistent’ allies if we either failed to assess 
the price of war to Britain in terms of men, en- 
ergy and suffering, or doubted that she will stick 
with our interests as well as her own in the Far 
Bast. The time for crying schism is when there 
is proof of it. 

Yet Harcourt-Smith’s charges are an indirect 
suggestion to turn our eyes inward, to find out 
what sort of similar menace to unrestricted vic- 
tory lurks in our own ranks. It is best to re- 
member that the Cliveden spirit of appeasement 
in England and the spirit of pessimism in France 
had and still have their American counterparts. 
They exist to some extent in a movement like 


“Peace Now,” an agitation for peace at any price 


that usually means paying for it with another 
conflict in 20 or 30 years. It exists in the 
astigmatized point of view that we can live in 
the world without co-operating with the rest 
of it. 

It exists most dangerously in those cartelistic 
and internationally capitalistic interests which 
would buy an end to conflict and a resumption 
of heavy trade with enemy nations at the cost of 
a qualified victory. Friends of these interests are 
the smiling, duplicitous .business men of Japan,

the industrialists and financiers of Germany, the 
very individuals who collaborated with authori- 
tarlianism in their own nations and will do so 
again if the peace does not wholly discredit them. 

There will be strong pressure, as the tides of 
war ebb slowly, for making deals with these and 
other forces of reaction instead of with the forces 
for reform. This is the real danger of appease- 
ment, of negotiated peace in Germany or Japan. 
If we yield before it, we will set in motion the 
machinery of future wars. 
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A Call for Courage 


A notable statement by Prof. William L. Brad- 
shaw, a delegate to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, in his address yesterday at the annual meet- 
ing of the Governmental Research Institute, was 
that in the revision of Missouri’s Constitution 
“fundamental and far-reaching provisions may 
be developed on the floor” of the convention. 
This has been so in earlier constitutional con- 
ventions in Missouri, and he expects significant 
amendments to come again from the open debate 
in general seasions, 

This is the remaining hope of proponents of 
good government who have been disappointed by 


recent tendencies of the convention to sidetrack. 


or emasculate progressive, enlightened proposals, 
If those delegates who sincerely believe it is time 
to modernize Missouri’s government—and we 
think they are in the majority—will stand up 
to their guns on the floor of the convention, 
they can undo some of the damaging actions 
of committees and correct some of the glaring 
omissions in the reports committees have sub- 
mitted to the whole body. 

This heartening reminder by Dr. Bradshaw is 
simply a statement of the fact that the conven- 
tion need not be bound by reports of its com- 
mittees which are adverse to the public interest, 
It is a challenge to forward-looking delegates to 
take matters in ;their own hands and perform 
outstanding services for their State wherever 
the committee recommendations do not conform 
to the cause of clean, honest, efficient govern- 
ment, adapted to the times in which we live, 

Some committees already have failed the people 
in important matters. By not bringing ih a 
clean-cut recommendation for retention of the 
non-partisan court plan, the Judiciary Committee 
has fallen short of expectations. The court plan, 
which the people have twice approved by their 
votes, will go to the floor with the committee 
divided evenly for it and for a “compromise” 
which ig nothing less than a scheme for killing 
the principle of freeing the courts from political 
manipulations, 

The Finance Committee has defaulted by re 
fusing to recommend a genuinely efficient con- 
solidation of the many State tax-collecting agen- 
cies, sponsoring instead a plan that would enable 
the Legislature to farm out remunerative, and 
wasteful, tax jobs to political henchmen all over 
the State. 

These and some other instances of disappoint- 
ing results caused by the power of organized 
politics exerted on committees can be set aright 
on the floor, and the convention can be saved 
from failure, if delegates will courageously place 
public service above everything else. 
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A Poll on Medical Economics 

As might have been expected, a public-opinion 
survey shows a majority favoring an easy-pay- 
ment plan for medical bills. Since every family 
knows that a sudden illness or accident can 
wreck its budget for months, it is natural that 
some method for lightening the burden should 
be approved. 

While 63 per cent of the public approves such 
a plan, only 32 per cent approves Federal super- 
vision for it. The figures ought to cause some 
serious thinking by the physicians who still op- 
pose this logical development. The poll returns 
show that medical pre-payment plans are likely 
to come in time, because of public demand, and 
that the doctors still have a chance to develop 
a plan of their own rather than letting the Gov- 
ernment do it. 

There’s the handwriting on the wall: a de- 
mand for a reform in medica] economics, and 
an opportunity for the doctors. Can the Old 
Guard, that for years has resisted even a begin- 
ning of reform, read the handwriting?

Will the Convention Fail Missouri? PViid Story of Tarawa —

Group of political delegates is ready to scuttle all progress for the 
sake of defeating the non-partisan court plan, newspaper says; 
by trades and deals to gain their ends, they threaten to turn 
the constitutional revision session into a costly and pathetic hoax.

The million dollars the people of Missouri 
are spending for a Constitutional Conven- 
tion hang in the balance. Within a very 
few weeks, they should know whether they 
will get a valuable Constitution for their 
faith and money, or one of the most pa- 
thetic hoaxes in the State’s experience, 


The rabid fight against the Missouri non- 
political court system is the most obvious 
symptom of a dangerous political disease. 
Already it is beginning to show up-on other 
issues, 


This convention started with high hopes. 
Considerably more than half the delegates 
came as outstanding or respected repre- 
sentatives of their parts of the State—with 
no personal or political projects to foist on 
the convention. Those of them who still 
atick by their original purpose are the ones 
who will have to save the convention, if it 
is to be saved. 


The record of the fight for politicians’ 
“justice” tells what is happening. It is 
being led by men who went to the conven- 
tion with the one idea of using it to scuttle 
the Missouri non-political court system. 
Their methods belong to the worst of the 
Missouri Legislatures, not a Constitutional 
Convention, 


Organized Politics at Work 


They have joined together in a tight or- 
ganization to swing the weapons of organ- 
ized politics. Rural Democrats who eat, 
drink and sleep politics have joined with 
Republican ward politicians from St. Louis, 
Together they have embraced sore tradi- 
tional lawyers who hate any kind of 
change. 


By trading the support of their organi- 
gation to other men’s pet proposals, they 
have picked up recruits along the way. 
They have worked through backroom hud- 
dles and political or persona] deals, Kven 
the fall political campaign appears to have 
been woven into the convention campaign 
against the non-political court system, 


The men in this organized drive are 
plainly ready to sacrifice everything else, 
all the convention’s work, for the long 
chance of beating the non-political court 
system. This kind of fight has made the 
convention look like the Legislature that 
turned a whole session into a campaign to 


keep an elected Governor from taking his 
office, 


There isn’t a member of this organiza- 
tion group that could believe the State 
sent him to Jefferson City to tinker with 
a court system that the people had just 
finished adopting and supporting in two 
elections. In this fight, the organization 
members represent no one but themselves 
and their, like-minded friends back home. 


In the Committee on the Judicial De- 
partment, they got a tie vote for what they 
called a “compromise” plan. They gained 
the tie when John J. Robison of Maysville, 
now a candidate for Attorney General, 
changed sides to make a 12-to-12 commit- 
tee vote. Only a few weeks before, Robi- 
son had made a noble speech shelving his 
personal dislike for the court plan because 
he could see that the fight was certain to 
wreck ‘all the important work of the con- 
vention. Apparently, he decided to let the 
convention be wrecked, 


Undoing the People’s Will 


This “compromise” plan is only a com- 
promise among the various groups that are 
trying to knife the non-political court sys- 
tem. It goes as far as they dare go to 
break up the non-political system in the 
State Supreme Court and the Courts of 
Appeals. People may recall that it-was 
an assault on the Supreme Court by one 
politician, T. J. Pendergast, that stirred 
the State to adopt the non-political court 
system, 

But whether their plan is bad or good 
is beside the point. The delegates have 
no authority to undo the most recent ac- 
complishment of the people of Missouri. 
They have no mandate to tinker with a 
non-political court system that is working 
better than the State ever had reason to 
hope. 

I¢ the convention degenerates into the 
worst legislative technique, it will find it- 
self smelling like an unpopular Legislature 
with none of a Legislature’s advantages, 
A Legislature is not required to submit its 
works to the people of Missouri. 

There is still time enough to stop the 
spread of this political infection. It all 
depends on the influence of forthright 
delegates who are earnestly trying to serve 
their State, 


A New Drive by Mr. Dies

Congressman Martin Dies of Texas heads 
a group which is listed in the Congressional 
Directory as a “Special Committee to Inves- 
tigate Un-American Activities.” Mr. Dies 
has recently announced that his group will 
investigate the CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee. We wonder on what basis the House 
permits him to do this, 


Is political action un-Amertedn? Or is 
there anything subversive in the voluntary 
association of like-minded men and wom- 
en for the furtherance of their political ob- 
jectives? If the CIO organization in any 
way violates the law governing election 
practices, we have a Department of Jus- 


tice to bring it to account. Mr, Dies’ inter- - 


vention is impertinent and unwarranted. 
The Dies Committee has now spent well 
ever a half-million dollars of public funds 


in the investigation of groups and individu- 
als who are “un-American” within the 
chairman’s curious definition of that term. 

The House recently voted him an addi- 
tional $75,000, It is a sorry commentary on 
the character of our Congressmen that only 
one of them, Mr. Marcantonio of New York, 
spoke in opposition to this appropriation. 
“I submit,” he said, “that on the basis of 
the past and present record of this com- 
mittee, it will contribute only to disunity 
and confusion.” 


There is certainly no reason to expect 
better of it. Worse may be anticipated 
from the proposed interference with a basic 
right of citizenship. One can conclude only 
that the House, in approving this inter- 
ference, was engaging in political activity 
itself, 


Told by Eye-Witness of Battle 


“Tarawa: The Story of a Battle," by Robert Sharm 
rod. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 

Does the war seem remote to you? 
Spend a single evening with this book, 
and you will have been to the front, 

You will have sailed many days with 
battle-hardened Marines to an enemy 
beach. You will have rushed with them 
into murderous machine-gun fire. You will 
have blown Japs out of coconut trees and 
submerged pillboxes. You will have helped 
to bury many of the 5000 dead. Above all, 
you will know that war is more than high 
taxes and ration points, and that the road 
to victory is bloody and long. 

From the foggy Aleutians, Robert Sher 
rod hurried last summer to the Central 
Pacific, pleased at the chance to see the 
first act of our offensive there. Soon hé 
was en route to the Gilbert Islands to 
watch the Navy and the Marines storm 
Tarawa. This was to be the first time 
that American troops landed on a well 
defended beach, and as an officer proph- 
esied, “the first time the Japs have had 
the hell kicked out of them in a hurry.” 
For several days in advance, naval and 
air forces softened up the island and en- 
countered only weak resistance, But D-day 
was another story. 
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When the first wave of Marines swung 
over the sides of the transports, Mr. 
rod was with them to witness what inva- 
sion costs. When the landing boats failed 
to cross the coral reef, he jumped out with 
the others to wade the 700 yards to the 
target. With those lucky enough to reach 
the beach, he established himself behind 
the four-foot sea wall, and there he sat 
for two days, learning how men act and 
talk in the midst of carnage. 

No summary of the first day could be 
more apt than that of a survivor, who said, 
“Very few people ain't got hit.” Matters 
did not improve the second day, except that 
the Marines kept coming. But on the third 
day, Mr. Sherrod was able to record, “I 
haven't seen a man killed today,” and en 
hour later, “If any sign were needed that 
victory is ours, this is it: we have started 
burying the Japs.” On the fourth day, the 
island was declared secured. 

Publication of this book, only three and 
a half months after the battle itself, is 
something of a feat. But this speed record 
is unimportant because “Tarawa” has en 
intrinsic value, Its style is as lucid as @ 
primer, and its judgment is well founded,

Delightful Novel by Bemelmans 


Ludwig Bemelmans has spent enough of 
his working years in the uniforms of ele- 
gant restaurants and luxury hotels to ae 
quire a broad education in the elaborate 
menus, costly beverages and frequently 
overstuffed customers found therein. This 
information, enlivened by his impish humor, 
he has served up in many sketches and 
short stories, and in his first novel, “Now 
I Lay Me Down to Sleep” (Viking Press, 
New York). 

Its central figure is Gen. Leonidas Erosa, 
an Ecuadorian of fabulous wealth, whe 
lives in a museum-like villa at Biarritz with 
a large and oddly assorted retinue. War 
drives the General away from his beloved 
France. His eventful journey to Casablan- 
ca, New York and the ancestral mansion 
in South America, with much luggage and 
many hangers-on, constitutes the story. But 
more important than the story are the 
vintage wines, the dinners and suppers, the 
orchids and jewels and night clubs so rel 
ished by the characters and so ironically 
described by the author, 

The book can be read as a satire on so 
ciety’s parasites, as a political parable or 
as a series of wryly humorous episodes.

The announcement has precip!i- 
tated a government crisis in Italy. 
Since the King-Badoglio govern- 
ment was supported by Mr. 
Churchill in his speech before the 
House of Commons only two weeks 
ago, it is hardly to be expected 
that’ the President desired to 
create such a crisis. In Britain 
naval experts are not concealing 
their apprehensions that this in- 
dicates a plan to establish the So- 
viet Union as a seapower. 

For the Italians it is not only a 
Russian question, but a question 
of the Italian future, Italy has 
been accepted in the war cs a co- 
belligerent. The permanent loss of 
the fleet, coupled with Mr. Church- 
ill's previous statement that the 
Italian empire is “irretrievably 
lost” makes one wonder just what 
the co-belligerents are supposed to 
be fighting for. 


The Italians Object. 


Furthermore, Mr. Churchill 
gave as a reason for supporting 
Badoglio his apprehension that 
the six anti-Fascist parties were 
more concerned with the future 
of Italy than with supporting the 
Allies. This is both true and un- 
true. The anti-Fascist parties 
are fighting the Germans in 
Northern Italy much more effec- 
tively than any other Italians. In 
fact, no other occupied country 
has brought about a strike of 
from three to six million workers. 
But it is indhbitably true that 
their object in resisting is to re- 
create a democratic and probably 
Socialist Italy, rather than fur- 
ther the postwar aims of the An- 
glo-American powers or Russia. 

And this, of coursé, is the basis 
of the underground movements in 
all countries. They are fighting 
for their own futures, not for 
ours. If the’ Communist leader 
in Southern Italy protests against 
@ permanent disposal of the Ital- 
ian fleet to Russia, how strong 
must be the reaction of other 
Italians? 

With the whole matter now in 
that dangerous twilight of the 
half-secret, giving rise to every 
sort of speculation, the primary 
qeestion—and one whi will 
greatly influence the political de- 
velopments in Italy and elsewhere 
—is what the Russians intend to 
cdo with their third of the ships, 


to the Russians, 


‘and also why they have asked for 
them now, If it is a matter of 
postwar distribution among the 
victors, they could wait. 

They are certainly not intend- 
ing to use them in the Far East, 
the Arctic or the Baltic. The 
Japanese would not allow them to 
get to the Far Hast; the Italian 
ships. are not equipped for the 
Arctic, nor does the Soviet have 
adequate port facilities there; and 
the Baltic is cut off by the Ger- 
mans. 

Nor can they use them in the 
Black Sea; which is barred by the 
Turkish Dardanelles, and _ the 
Germans in the Aegean. So this 
does not explain the present tim- 
ing. 


‘Help for Yugoslavia. 


But is there, then, any other 
use for them, which we are not 
making, .and which the Russians 
may be insisting must be made? 

I think there is—and that is to 
bring greater aid to the Yugoslav 
| Partisans. According to reports 
from Italy, we are giving Tito 
much praise and no major assis- 
tance. Such food and munitions 
as he is receiving from us is being 
fetched by Yugoslav crews in very 
small boats and in small quantities 
across the Adriatic. With the ac- 
tive participation of a third of the 
Italian fleet, the Yugoslavs could 
conquer the Adriatic islands and 
some of the best ports of Dalma- 
tia, and establish an adequate ferry 
system between Southern Italy 
and Yugoslavia. ‘ 

What is true for Yugoslavia is 
true for Greece where, according 
to announcements, a reconciliation 
has been reached between the 
monarchist and the Republican 
guerrilla forces, But apparently the 
Republican forces have been com- 
pelled to capitulate because sup- 
plies have gone exclusively to the 
monarchist groups, If the Russians 
could deliver food to the Repub- 
lican Greek Partisans, it might be 
possible to bring about unity on a 
Republican basis, and assist a 
country in truly desperate straits. 

None of this explanation may be 
accurate, but it is likely that the 
Soviets want a more active war in 
the Balkans. If this is correct, 
the question is not of the postwar 
disposal of loot but of immediate

WORK ON EXHIBITION 


Eric Mendelsohn, Refugee 
From Germany, Here 
With Display. 


(Pictures in Everyday Magazine.) 


An exhibition of drawings and 
photographs of the designs of Eric 
Mendelsohn, Germany refugee ar- 
chitect, opened today at the City 
Art Museum, where it will remain 
until April 3. The drawings were ar- | 
ranged under the supervision of | 
Mendelsohn himself, who is here) 
to address the Liberal Forum of | 
the Y. M. H. A. Sunday evening 
on the subject of rebuilding post- | 
war Europe. 

The drawings and photographs 
cover the past 30 years and stress 
the use of reinforced concrete, 
steel and glass. Their dominant 
characteristic is the use of planes, 
cantilever construction, curved fa- 
cades and large horizontal bands 
of alternating glass and concrete, 
the whole tied together with a 
sensitive fluid line. The buildings 
covered by the exhibit range from 
the architect’s own home near 
Berlin to department stores, fac- 
tories, industrial groupings, mass 
housing developments, hospitals 
and recreational centers, 

Among the more striking exam- 
ples of his work are the buildings 
designed and built for the Lenin- 
grad Textile Trust, the Einstein 
Tower in Potsdam, built to gather 
data for testing the famous rela- 
tivity theory, the de la Warr Pa- 
vilion at SBexhill-on-the-Sea in 
England and the Hadassah Uni- 
versity Medical Center in Pales- 
tine. 

At a luncheon yesterday at the 
Art Museum tendered Mendelsohn 
by the Architectural Society of 
the Washington University School 
of Architecture, he advised the 
students to use ag A merely as 
reference and never &s a pattern 
in their designs. “Do not take 
orders from your clients as hired 
mechanics but function as an 


artist and lead your clients to . 


your own conception of what the 
design should be,” he said. 

Mendelsohn describes Frank 
Lloyd Wright as the greatest 
architect in the world, one who 
was despised for 50 years in this 
country because he protested 
against hiding the spirit of Amer- 
ican democracy behind the facade 
of Roman imperialism. He still 
finds the Wainwright Building 
here at 105 North Seventh street 
the most distinctive contribution 
this city has made to modern 
architectural art. 

Instead of a “sterile mass of 
stone” as a monument to the war 
dead, he would censtruct a useful 
building devoted to the spread of 
enlightenment, tolerance and the 
spirit of the four freedoms. He 
sums up his philosophy by saying 
that art to be valid, must reflect |

FLY SAYS F.B.I. 
TAPPED WIRES OUT 


OF PEARL HARBOR 


Tells House Group Agen- 
cy and Armed Services 
Felt Circumstances Jus- 
tified It. 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP). 
—The armed forces and the Fed- 
era Bureau of Investigation 
tapped all the wires out of Pearl 
Harbor before the Japanese at- 
tack, Chairman James lL, Fly of 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission testified today in seeking 
to show congressional investiga- 
tors that his agency was not re- 
sponsible for this phase of na- 
tional security. 

Fly added that the law prohib- 
ited such wire tapping, but the 
Justice Department felt it ‘was 
justified in doing it in the circum- 
stances. 

Republican members of the 
House investigating committee, as- 
serting that the commission was 
to blame for information leaks 
from Hawaii to the Japanese 
homeland or fleet, drew from 
Representative Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington: 

“Do you want to get down to 
the blame for Pear] Harbor? Ex- 
amine the voting records of mem- 
bers of Congress on appropria- 
tions for national defense. All 
America was responsible for Peari 
Harbor.” 

Representative Miller (Rep.), 
Missouri, introduced a letter from 
Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geo 
of the House Naval Committee,

REVENUE LIKELY HERE 


This Would Mean $1,297,928 
. for Rest of Year Under 
Increased Rates. 


Increases in postage rates and 
fees, which become effective 
March 26, are expected to raise 
the 1944 revenue of the St. Louis 
Postoffice and its 45 branches by 
$1,297,928, slightly more than 10 
per cent over last year’s revenue, 
a survey by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed today. 

The rise in mailing costs, which 
includes a straight three-cent rate 
for first class local as well as first 
class out-of-the-city letters; eight 
cents instead of six for airmail let- 


ters; a 3 per cent increase in par- 
cel post costs and increases in fees 
for money orders, registered let- 
ters and C. O, D. parcels will have 
little effect on the volume of mail 
handled, Acting Postmaster Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann thought. 

He pointed out that most of the 
first-class local mai] handled is of 
a commercial nature, which is not 
likely to be curtailed because of a 
one-cent increase in mailing costs. 
Social correspondence, he said, is 
a very small fraction of the total 
number of pieces handled, Air- 
mail probably will continue to in- 
crease, he said. 

Money Orders May Shrink. : 

Dickmann said he would not be 
surprised at a drop in the number 
of money orders issued, since the 
increase in the fee for this service 
will exceed the cost of a cashier’s 
check at some local banks.

Bob Explains How to

USICAL education took «4

hearsal with Shaw. 

. This local vocal event indicating 
the educators’ recognition of some- 
one in the entertainment world 
was a tribute, not only to Waring 
but to Shaw himself, and further 
proof that the 26-year-old choral 
director, who is also the founder 
of New York’s Collegiate Chorale 
and trainer of the chorus for the 
Broadway show, “Carmen Jones,” 
is one of the brighter boys in the 
radio-musical world. 

Shaw comes by his mission of 
spreading the gospel of song natu- 
rally ag he is a minister’s son and 
choral singing, or rather choir 
singing, was a part of his life 
from childhood on. 

“I first met Fred when I was 
going to Pomona College in Clare- 
mont, Cal., and he came out there 
to make a picture, using the cam- 
pus as a background. I was di- 
recting the glee club while the 
regular director was away on 
sabbatical leave. It was a good 
chorus and Fred assumed I was 
responsible for it.” 

A year or so later, Waring wrote 
to Shaw and suggested that he 
sing in his glee club. That was 
when Waring was beginning to 
build up the choral department of 
his organization. Up to that time 
he had used the men in his band 
to sing. 

“That had worked out well, 
however,” Shaw said, “because the 
Waring technique is founded on 
the supposition that people with 
average voices can do a splendid 
job if properly trained. Later on, 
Fred decided to get an outside 
choral group and asked me to help 
build it. There are 63 in our or- 
ganization now, about 50 of whom 
sing. Most of our men have col- 
lege degrees, some are heads of 
music departments, we've even had 
three Ph. D.s in the group.”

There is a definite technique in- 
volved in their style of singing. 
“Enunciation is the most spectacu- 
lar part of the technique,” Shaw 
explains. “We feel that the indi- 
vidual words themselves have mu- 
sical value and that the meaning 
of the words should be brought 
out. As Waring says, ‘The song is 
the thing’ and song is not just 
singing prettily and in tune, It's 
drama, it has a story to tell, an 
argument. 

Rhythmic drive is another thing 
that’s important. To me, one of 
the saddest sounds in the world 
ig to hear a choral group or choir 
sing Bach without rhythm. Even

Shaw’s personal pet project, the 
New York Collegiate Chorale 
which hag performed at Carnegie 
Hall and Town Hall, started as an 
experiment to prove that the new 
approach to choral singing: could 
be used on an amateur group as 
well as on professionals. “We 
started by putting an ad in the 
paper announcing what we 
wanted to do. We got 400 requests 
for auditions and selected 185, of 
all classes, races, and ages. 

“They're all amateurs and yet 
they’ve done some of the toughest 
things musically that any group 
could do. Some times we have 
people ask us how they do it. 


“ae 
answer is they don’t know it’s / 


tough, they sense that the com- 
poser is sincere, they simply try 
to put over his message. 

Our rehearsals are held at a 
big settlement house and we all sit 
in a big circle, Pole next to Rus- 
sian, German next to Jew. We've 
even tried silly things like sitting 
in a circle, holding hands and 
closing our eyes and singing. The 
idea behind it all is that you don’t 
sing unless you like the guy next 
to you. Then you can do things 
that would be impossible for you 
to do by yourself.” 

We remarked that this.demon- 
stration of music as a universal 
peacemaker might well be used on 
a national or international scale, 
although it is a bit difficult to 
imagine Hitler and Churchill hold- 
ing hands and singing. 

“Actually,” Shaw said, “it does 
have terrific implications for in- 
dustry and we hope to do some 
work like this in industrial plants,”

WHOOPING COUGH has. a 
long convalescence. And the best 
place for the whooping cough pa- 
tient is the open air.

Dr. Bauer, of the 
American Medical Association, 
tells an amusing story which il- 
lustrates the fate of the best laid 
plans.

ey are exposed to whooping 
cough, colds, measles, scarlet fever 
and chicken Babies belong 
This time of year the 
movies is no place for a baby. If 
the parents cannot exist without 
amusement, they must get some- 
one to stay with the baby at home. 
Neighbors can take turns with 
each other's babies. ; 

The prime reason for this is that 
whooping cough in a baby under 
four years of age is no joke. The 
death rate is high. And _ there 
are other dangers. The vomiting 
which comes at the end of a par- 
oxysm “can weaken the child sd 
that its nutrition is seriously un- 
dermined, In young babies, loss of 
water from the body from the 
diarrhoea and vomiting may pre- 
sent a grave complication. The 
coughing may produce a hernia, or 
a hemorrhage into the eyeball or 
even the brain, and pneumonia 
from extension of the laryngitis 
and bronchitis takes its toll. From 
four to nine it is less dangerous. 
And after nine it is rare, but no 
age is immune from contagion. 
Even old age. The old catch ques- 
tion — “When Johnny _ brings 
whooping cough home from school 
who is most likely to get it?’—is 
answered: “Grandpa.”

SUBSTANTIAL protection 
against whooping cough is given 
by the use of vaccines, They do 
not operate in the 100 per cent 
fashion of smallpox, oid and 
diphtheria, but they goes 
enough so that most pediatricians 
add them to the list of these old 
standby “‘musts.” Since whooping 
cough is most dangerous in very 
young children, they should be 
given it at the age of six to nine 
months. Immunization is estab- 
lished before birth if the mother 
is given vaccines, 

Whooping cough is pre-eminent- 
ly the disease that is spread by 
an air-borne infection—by drop- 
leta. Its spread through the civil- 
ized world is an interesting study 
in epidemiology. First definitely 
described in France, in 1578, it 
spread to the then next most civil- 
ized country, England, and an epi- 
demic was described by the great 
Sydenham, in 1670. (Civilization 
here implies lack of isolation, free 
social intercourse between village 
and village, town and ciuaten). Tt 
did not appear in Germany until 
1742, and soon after that 
America. New Zealand had its 
first case in 1847, and Australia 
not until 1890.
